SPECIAL SCHOOL REPORT. 

Scuoot No. 2.—The first term was under the direction of 
one of large experience and former suceess. No words of 
higher comment need be given by us. The school showed 
thorough drill and that the principles, as well as the facts, 
had been taught. The blackboard was freely used and the 
school made excellent progress in the different branches pur- 
sued. Number of words spelled, 1834. Misspelied. 188. 

Fall term. The teacher had here her first experience in direct- 
ing a school, but she soon brought all to order and gained 
the good will of her pupils. The closing examination mani- 
fested evident progress in all branches studied. Reading. 
spelling and grammar were particularized. The specimens 
of writing. book keeping and drawing presented great care 
and taste. The concert reading was very good. We przie 
the fact that dictionaries were constantly and profitably used. 
Words givén in spelling, 7535. Missed, 120. A noble ree- 
ord. Rose Shantley, perfect. Will Sprague spelled 3303. 
missed 10). | 


ScHoot No. 3.—Both terms were taught by the sime 
teacher. Although the school was small, she was resolute 
und ambitious to do her best to lead each scholar as fast and 
as far as possible with perfect lessons. The school appeared 
well at each visit of the committee, who found the globe and 
blackboard were successfully used. The long list of general 
questions in various branches were well answered. Number 
of words spelled first term. 5879. Second term, 2835. Mis-- 
spelled first term, 295. Second term, 67. The difference in 
the number of words spelled in the two terms was caused by 
the first class of the summer term leaving town.

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ScHooL No. 5.—Summer term. ‘This was directed by a 
beginner in teaching, who passed an excellent examination. 
and came with high commendations. When she had her 
classes and recitations arranged, she did well in the school 
room. The whole school passed a good examination in 
physiology. She was well adapted to teach the primary class 


and to keep their attention. She has good ‘qualities as a 


teacher and with experience she will attain eminent success. 
Number of words spelled, 2130. Misspelled, 98. ) 

Fall term. The teacher was one of experience. good dis- 
cipline and order. She was successful in teaching each of 
the branches, making good use of the wall maps, globe and 
blackboard. The spelling classes failed on more words than 
such bright minds need to, for the want of study. But the 
school was a success, and it is hoped she will teach the same 
school another year. Number of words spelled, 2226. Mis- 
spelled, 465. : 

Scuoor No. 6.—Summer term. The teacher was a member 
of Dartmouth college ; from Bulgaria. Not being accus- 
tomed to the discipline and order of recitations, in our public 
schools, he was placed under great disadvantage ; and it 
was his first, and the largest school in town. His _ scholar- 
ship was good, and he had attainments sufficient for the 
place. The school did nobly in physiology, arithmetic and 
the elements of composition. The blackboard was very suc- 
cessfully used to illustrate the two latter branches. 

Fall term. Taught by a teacher of experience and former 
success, and with:a noble commend from the bureau of edu- 
tion and from her former schools. She entered upon her 
work with energy and faithfulness, giving her time fully to 
the interests of the school. She proved herself fully compe- 
tent to teach any branch desired. She was successful in 
teaching the different studies so far as the pupils were de- 
sirous to learn. ~~ ® 

The committee were, in part, disappointed in the result of 
‘both terms. And may not the parents take a part of the 
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blame, in the partial failure of the schools ? For we are apt 
to misjudge of the reason for punishment, or correction, if 
we hear only the child’s story of it, and especially when the 
ehild is vexed because of the correction or punishment. 
Visit the school to learn the facts by sight, or from the 
teacher’s own lips. ‘Then the parefit will usually be satisfied 
and justify the teacher. 

Number of words spelled, 5350. Misspelled, 143. 

Scuoot No. 7.—Summer term. ‘lhe teacher commenced 
and carried out the term with a purpose to do all in her 
power for its good and profit. She had tact to gain the 
attention of the pupils to study and thought, and they made 
good progress in the different branches. This may be said 
in particular in regard to arithmetic, and in reading, where 
success was attained. With more schooling and experience 
in teaching, she will make an excellent instruc‘or. All the 
school did well in spelling and writing. Number of words. 
spelled, 2967. Misspelled. 17. 

Fall term. ‘Taught by a member of Northfield academy. 
This was the first of her teaching. The committee found 
her well: qualified and an apt scholar. She attempted to in- 
fuse her spirit of resolution and ambition into all her pupils. 
The smaller ones were the most constant in attendance and 
made good advancement in reading and spelling, which are 
the fundamental branches in education. Number of words 
spelled, $537. Misspelled, 46. 

ScHOOL No. 9.—Summer term. The school exhibited the 
earnest efforts of an experienced director, and with partic- 
nlar attention to correct reading. The pauses were noticed, 
and the sense calied for, and the meaning of the words re- 
quired. Good advance was made in all the branches studied. 
Physiology was made a specialty. ‘The school room was kept 
clean and the scholars taught good behavior as well as cor- 
rect knowledge from books. Number of words spelled, 1591. 
Misspelled 197. 

Fall term. ‘The day of examination showed that the 
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pupils had been under good discipline or order all the term. 
The rules of reading, in punctuation, pronounceation and 
meaning of words and phrases, had been attended to as in 
the former term. 

It was pleasing to see the improvement in more perfect 
figures and letters on the blackboard and in the copy books 
than in former terms. Improvement was manifest in all the 
branches studied. It is expected the teacher will return to 
the school next term. 


Scuoot No. 13.—Summer term. Reading, spelling and 
writing, in fact each study of the school, was attended to 
with especial interest and attention. The reason why, and 
the principle of the rule, in each study were called for, and 
if possible, cheerfully replied to. There was a hearty co- 
operation on the part of parent, teacher and pupil, which 
made both terms pleasant and profitable. The teacher’s past 
experience led her to prize the wall maps, globe blackboard 
and dictionary, and each was frequently and most success- 
fully called into service.

OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF RICHMOND, 
N. H., FOR THE YEAR, ENDING 
MARCH 1, 1887. 


In our first report under the town system of schools we 
wish to express our acknowledgement to all who haye he irtily 
assisted in making our schools a success the past year. 

Our new school law is under probation for five years. As 
citizens of a noble Commonwealth, let us give it an earnest, 
an honest trial, and if it is not adapted to our necessities we 
may be assured the Legislature will set it aside. 

CONSOLIDATION. 

It has for many years been evident to most that the town 
has been working our schools to great disadvantage because 
that under the district system there could not be unity in 
consolidating smal! schools. 

Your committee have sought to promote economy and the 
greatest efficiency by consolidation, as far as practicable 
under existing circumstances. For it is evident to any 
thinking mind how impossible it is to awaken interest or 
arouse enthusiasm in a school of only two or five little ones. 
Then how many a pupil at the age of 14 to 18, in his manli- 
ness, assumed it may be, but real to himself, refuses to at- 
tend with so few, or such small ones, and his parents feel 
they cannot afford him instruction at the academy. There- 
fore the most effective period of his life, for study and cul- 
ture, is squandered and in many cases he is trained to idle- 
ness and vice. And how impossible to find a teacher, who is 
ambitious, for success, who will consent to take charge of 
such a school. In order to know what could or. should be 
done in uniting schools your committee have found it neces- 
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sary to visit thoroughly nearly all parts of the town to ascer- 
‘tain where union could be effected to advantage. This has 
demanded much time, and expense. We have reduced the 
schools from 12, including the fractional districts, to eight 
in the summer and seven in the fall. Uniting No. 16 with 
6and 9, Nos. 2, 3, 14 and a part of No. 4 have been well 
accommodated at No. 2 by carrying some scholars. ‘The 
expense of carrying has been but a small part of the 25 per 
cent. allowed by law to be expended for carrying scholars 
who live one and one half miles or more from school, the 
amount expended being only about 6 per cent. ‘These 
unions have also afforded a larger average of weeks to each 
school. While in former years several had only from eight 
to 13, and last year the average number of weeks was less 
than 17 to each school, this year it is 22 weeks, the same to 
the smaller as to the larger schools. This is a decided ad- 
vantage for the sinaller and outlying schools. 

But our citizens ought not to be satisfied with less than 
30 weeks of schooling yearly for all our schools, and we 
should all aspire to this, | 

Very many of the towns in Massachusetts are having 36 
weeks or more. 

The eastern part of our own state has been having 22 to 
34 weeks. 

The standard of education is constantly advancing in al 
parts of our country, and if our children are to stand in 
their business life and rclations with a fair prospect of suc- 
cess and efficiency, they must have more and better schoo!l- 
ing than we possess, or could have acquired with the means 
which were afforded us thirty years ago. 


TEACHERS. , 

The aim and purpose was to employ only experienced 
teachers. if they could be procured, or beginners who had 
been trained in some Normal school. This plan was not 
fully carried out in regard to the summer terms, for want of 
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time before they should commence. This rule was effected 
except in the case of three beginners. 

All the teachers have been ladies except the one having 
charge of the first term in number 6. 

We are decided in the opinion that if we have profitable 
schools we must. have good teachers.. And those who are 
trained for teaching, other things being equal, will the more 
surely succeed. 

There have been twelve different teachers, and each passed 
a 200d examination in the branches required by law. Each 
entered upon their work with high commendations from for- 
mer school committees, or from their instructors in normal 
training. | 

We believe they have studied to apply themselves with 
diligence and earnestness for the greatest advantage and 
profit of their respective schools. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 

These remain the same in number and locality, but we 
fear some of them are becoming more and more decrepid_ 
from ‘‘infirmity and old age,” and will soon need to be re- 
moved to some infirmary, or be prepared for respectful cre- 
mation, and save the expense of future repairs. May not 
Nos. 1, 4, 8, 14 and 16 be at once disposed of by sale, and 
No. 3 patched to preserve it till the town can decide upon 
its disposal or removal ? A few of the benches and seats 
have been taken from No. 1 and placed in No. 2, which will 
sufficiently enlarge the capacity of the latter, and accommo- 
date all who will be likely to attend school there. 

The school rooms used the past year are nearly allin good 
order; but a few repairs and some paint would improve and 
make them more pleasant and preserve them for longer ser- 
vice. 
In most cases the teachers and scholars haye exercised 
care in keeping their school rooms clean and tidy, which 
tends to make the school better and scholars more contented 
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and interested in their work, having a good effect upon their 
manners and behavior, while the reverse leads to areas 
in thought and action, and often to vulgarity. 


BOOKS AND APPARATUS. 


GLOBES. 


One great need has been furnished the past year,—a globe 
for each teacher’s table, which will aid very much to illus- 
trate the elementary principies of geography. Each teacher 
has very successfully used it the last term. 


DICTIONARIES. 


One of these should be supplied by the town, and kept 
constantly for the use of teacher and scholars. It will teach 
_ the spelling, the meaning, the origin and the, pronunciation 
of words, and many other things that. are constantly coming 
up before the school where there is a live and wide awake 
teacher. ®

STUDIES. 


. PHYSIOLOGY. 


The law of the state now requires the study of this 
branch in every public school. To be taught to the smaller, 
as well as studied by the more advanced students. And no 
teacher is entitled to a certificate to teach unless she can pass 
examination in the study. Dunglison’s physiology was in- 
troduced in May last, and most of our teachers have done 
well in presenting the stady. 

Reading, spelling, writing and arithmetic have been urged 
upon each teacher as special studies, and good progress has 
generally resulted. The number of words spelled and mis- 
spelled are recorded in order to prompt each teacher and 
pupil to greater care in piady and. effort towards. perfect 
spelling. 
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2 ee WASELS. 

The different visits by the school committee were 68, and 
by the citizens 341. It is pleasing to notice the larger num- 
ber of visits by citizens, for these do much to inspire the 
teacher and to urge’the pupil on to greater diligence in study 
and to constancy in attendance at school. But we suggest 
and urge more visits to be made in the early part of the 
term. ‘Then the teacher is often a stranger, it may be a be- 
ginner in her work, and becoming homesick for the want of 
2 word to cheer her in her inexperience. Yes, visit often. 


TRUANT OFFICER. 

The statute provides for this officer, whose duty it is to 
look after and prosecute, if necessary, those of school age 
who are not in attendance. It hinders very much the interest 
and progress of a school to have even one pupil absent from 
his class in the middle or at the opening of the school. 
When he returns the class must wait for him in their recita- 
- tiohs till he is helped up to the others, or he lays behind tilh 
discouraged, then will go no more during the term unless 
driven. — Cheerfully submitted.
